They fill-in as and 
where required, and they -dis- 
charge essential duties in the 
governance of the Colony. There 
are, however, certain positions to 
which even the Government 
recognises the necessity of ap- 
Pointing men who have special 
qualifications. For example, if 
the Attorney General. were on 
leave, his place would naturally 
be filled by,a man who has bad a 
legal training.

All-White Crews. 

The proposal to have entirely 
white crews for British ships— 
including vessels trading to 
tropical ports—crops up ever and 
anon, and is each time ‘relegated 
to the place where inane proposals 
usually go, there to await resus- 
citation by some armchair re- 
former. Usually the proposer of 
this seeming method of decreas- 


meaning busybody, but sorne- 
times he is a professional 


agitator. and does unnecessary, 


harm to the cause he is supposed 
to. be espousing. A message 
published yesterduy refers to 
questions. on. the subject by 
Lt. Comdr. Rawson, who asked 
in the House of Commons 
whether regulations could, not 
be introduced for manning pas- 
rsenger ships with white crews, 
so as to ensure the safety and 
comfort of passengers and relieve 
unemployment. As Lord Wolmer 
rightly observed in his reply, 
there are most serious objections 
toa proposal of this nature. The 
lascar seamen who have for 
many years done useful service 
on British ships are subjects of 
the Empire, and to take away 
their livelihood would hardly be 
fair. Butapart from that, we have 
other important considerations, 
such as expense, and ‘ability to 
Isbour in hot climates. As 
it is, the principz! passenger lines 
find it diffeult to pay their way 
without chatging very high rates 
to travellers; and any wholesale 
employment of. white crews would 
mean practically a doubling ‘of 
the wages bill. The writer of this 
comment .onco.had a first-hand 
demonstration of the climatic 
considerations that wonld he 
involved, whilst-on a voyage by 
4 steamer which had a fair 
nuibber of.-white stewards. A

It was now hoped that 
the hardships would be reduced 
by the reorganisation of the 
Kuomintang Party. Dr. Sun stat- 
ed that as the Russian revolu- 
tionists had cleared all the unti- 
révolutionists out of the country 
‘and the Chinese: revolutinaists 
bad been able to do the same 
thing, it was clear that the in- 
talligence’ of the anti-revolut- 
» jonists in China was higher than 
that of those in Russia. Dr. Sun

protection of their own people. 
the power of the people and the 
livelihood of people, and then 
strongly advocated equality in the

BRUTAL ASSAULT. | 


CHINESE SENTENCED FOR]: 
"LIEB. 


A patticulatly brutal assault 


, case was heard by the Chief 


Justice at the Criminal Sessions; 
when a Chineso named Wong 
Ying was charged with wounding 
a man, hit wife and daughter at 
ahouso in’ -Tample Street, 
Yaumati, on November 22nd. 

The man pleaded guilty. | 

Mr: Dyer Ball, who prosecuted 
for the Crow, said, that on the 
night in question the prisoner, 
a seaman, called at the house of 
the injured man, also a seaman, 
and asked to be given a bed. 
After some demur, the visitor 
was given a pipe of opium and 
the two men sat up smoking, 
whilst the women went to sleep. 
The honseholder later, fell- to 
sleep and was awakered by the 
Prisoner standing over him 
with an axe in his hand. 
Ik Was discovered later 
that the man had already brutal- 
ly attacked the women with the 
axe. A struggle took place he- 
tween the men in which the 
hushand was very severely cut 
about. He climbed ont an to 
some, scaffolding round the house, 
trying to escape, and tho prisoner 
then prodded him with a bamboo. 
causing him'to fall off into. the 
road below. The prisoner ran 
away, but police arrived soon 
The prisoner was 
eventually found two hours later 
by_ a particulariy fine piece 
of detective work on the part of a 
Chinese detective? named Wong 
Lau. This detective had received 
information that the prisoner had 
gone to a photographer's shop in 

ai Street and he went 
there. Prisoner opened the door 
to the detective and posed as 
being a cook in the employ of 
the shop. but from certain 
circumstances the 
came to the conclusion that be 
was Wong Ying and detained 
him ontil an Ipspector arrived. 
The man was later identified. 
The three people, said Mr. Dyer 
Ball, had received most terrible 
injuries and.the man and woman 
would be disfigured for life. The 
only.-motive the police could sug- 
gest was that of robbery, because 
there was $500 in’ the house to- 
gether with other monies. Pri- 
soner had been there before. 

His Lordship told prisoner he 
was lucky in not being charged 
with murder. He was a most 
dangerous character 
(the Chief Justice) would be 
failing in his duty if he ever 
allowed such a man tohe at large 
again. “The sentence is that 
you will be ‘imprisoned for the 
term of your natural life.” 

‘Wong Lau. the Chinese detec- 
tive, was warmly commended by 
his Lordship, who said he would 
make representations to the 
Police authorities that the man 
had rightly earned. some distine- 
tion. 


COWARDLYATIACK. 


AMERICAN SAILOR FINED, 


Arthur McKenzie.an American 
sailor from the destroyer Peary. 
appeared before Mr. G. N. Orme, 
at the Police Court this morning. 
charced with assaulting a Chinese 
south on the 20th. instant at the 
Praya Fast. 

Mr. McCallum. representing 
‘the complainant, applied for the 
amendment of the ‘charge’ to 
one. of inflicting grievous 
bodily harm in view of the 
extent of the injuries inflicted. 
Kan Yuen-wa, the complainant, 
had lost four teeth and sustained 
a severe injury to his right eye. 
Pointing to the disparity inthe}, 
physical build of the two men. he|* 
termed the attack as a “cowardly” 
one, and.said his Worship would 
agree with thie view after the 
evidence Lad been gone into. 

His Worship reserved his de- 
cision imrespect of the application 
for amendment of the charge 
until he had heard the evidence. 

Kan Yuen-wa then deposed 
that in passing his house at the 
Praya East, the defendant, who
